CITY COMMISSION 
WIL. WAIT ON COUNCIL. 


OUTH PASADENA, Feb. 24.— 

- Declaring that the most vital 
problem facing Pasadena, South 
Pasadena and Alhambra today is the 
inadequate transportation facilities 
‘between those cities and Los Angeles. 
the Inter-City Commission at its 
meoting here Friday night, decided 
to ask the City Council of Los An- 
gelea to grant it an audience, when 
the entire body will be present and 


urge that immediate measures of re- 


lief be taken. Already a resolution 
has been by the commission, 
recommending that a franchise be 
granted to the Pacific Electric for 
San Pedro street, at the same tim 
safeguarding the city’s rights to the 
street for a municipal line, and this 
recommendation now is to be given 
the backing of the united commis- 
sin in a body, representing the City 
Counciia, of Trustees, Cham- 
bers of Commerce and Boards of 
Trade of the three cittes. 

Another problem which the com- 
mission declares of utmost impor- 
tance is a permanent sewer system 
for the valley, and working along the 
line that an outfall to the sea is the 
only logical solution, a meeting of 
the committee in charge of this sub- 
ject will be held next Tuesday even- 
ing, when the city engineers of the 
three cities will be askd to be pres- 
ent, and give, in the rough, general 
facts as to distance, necessary bore, 
cost per foot, and other facts. )

HE MEXICAN CRISIS. 
The relations between the United 


States and Mexico have nearly reached | 


a crisis. Events are following each other 
with such rapidity’ that what is written at 
this hour may not accord with the situation 
in the morning. Evidently the government 
at Washington has determined not to delay 
ta adopting vigorous measures. The un- 
toward happenings of the last revolution, 
when the lives of American citizens on 
this side of the border werd taken by Mex- 
ican soldiers and rebels, cannot be re- 
peated without American interyention The 
United States must care for its own. It 
must protect the lives and property of 
American citizens both on this side of the 
line and in Mexico. By cherishing and re- 
affirming the Monroe doctrine, the United 
States has said to foreign powers, “you 
shall not set foot on any American soil, 
even to preserve the peace.” The danger 
to all foreign interests in Mexico is now 80 
acute that the United States must either 
abjure this doctrine or step into tiie breach. 


All advices from Washington indicate that 


our government will not hesitate, should 
the demand arise. Meanwhile the Federal 
authorities in Los Angeles should be on the 
qui vive. It is known that Mexican an- 
archists are actively engaged in this city in 
promoting disorder in Mexico. The Federal 


officers here should not permit them to | 


carry out their designs unhampered, as they 
did during the revolution against the Diaz 
government. Through official laxity, per- 
mitting funds, men, arms and ammunition 
to be rushed from this city across the border. 
American interests in Mexico suffered se- 
verely last summer. We call on the repre- 
Sentatives of the United States in Los An- 
geles to get busy and head off the “reds.”

HE WOMAN IN SWITZERLAND. 
There came into operation in Switz- 
eriand on January 1 a new law for women 
by which they share all the privileges of 
men, with the one exception of voting. 
Hitherto women have been regarded as le- 
gal minors in Switzerland and have been 

allowed no voice in their own affairs. 
Under the new act women’s earnings will 
be absolutely their own, whether married or 
single. If a widow, she can claim the sole 
guardianship of her children. She may dis- 
pose of any of her own property without 


, consulting her husband or her children. 


Then there are three separate systems of 
marriage settlements, and the Swiss wife 
may elect under which she will live with 
her husband. The marriageable age has 
been raised from 16 to 18, and from 18 to 
20 for that of men, but parents and guard- 
jians have still to consent to marriages 
under the age of 21. Drunkar@s and ex- 
travagant persons of either sex can also 
be deprived of their privileges and can 
only marry with the consent of their par- 
ents, no matter what their age. 

Under the new law judicial separation is 


permitted as well as divorce, and the 


grounds for divorce are now precisely the 
same for both sexes. Both may be forbid- 
den to remarry. The more mora! of the par- 
ents gets the children, or, if both parents 


are disreputable, the children can be board - 


ed out by the state. But in either case 
the parents have to contribute to their sup- 
port. Divorce is permitted when a wife 
finds her health or good name imperiled 
by living with her husband, and she can 
claim maintenance, although not forced to 


cohabit with him.

For the cogency of the argument put 
forth by this apprehensive gentleman it is 
rather unfortunate, perhaps, that an iden- 
tical treaty is under consideration with the 
people of France, while Germany has also 
been approached with similar proposals.

Our pligrimage through this so-called vale 
of tears would be considerably less lachry- 
mose if men and women generally showed 
a little more forebearance in dealing with 
the objectionable traits in their fellows— 
and as a long distance afterthought—ina 
themselves. 
Some people actually make no attempt 
hide their annoyance when subjected to 
personal indignities. Others assaulted, if 
given the chance, hit back. Still more 
share the popular prejudice against unde- 
sirable citizens. | 
Have you ever, for instance, stopped te 
consider the painful position in which tbe 
hold-up man is often placed by thoughtless 
wayiarers? Nobody loves him. The au- 
arehist may approve of bim, but only at 
a safe distance. The bold-up man never

_ Supposing an apparently affluent citizen, 
coming home on a dark night, encounters a 
hold-up man as he plies his trade beneath 
the shadows of a protecting cypress hedge.

The location is at the foot 
of Pier avenue and north of the Fraser 
Pier. It is to be bujlt of reinforced 
eoncrete piling eightéen inches in 
diameter, with a thirty-inch shoulder 
on the top and at the bottom of each 
pile, making it one of the most sub- 
stantial piers at any of sp beach 
cities. 

While the company is 3 only 
this 100-foot pier this year, it will 
build another of 125 feet next vear ad- 
joining the one now under construc- 
tion, and for this purpose they have 
leased from G. M. Jones, a 245-foot 
frontage for a long term. 

Entrance to the pier will be had on 
the south from Pier avenue and from 


the north by an opening to be made 


between the Casino and the merry-go- 
round. The latter entrance will be 
made attractive by an electric arch. 

Most of the space of the new pier 
has already been leased, among the 
chief attractions being the Derby Auto 
Racing Course and the Mountain Roll, 
The latter enterprise is owned by the 
company and promises to be a thril- 
ler. It will have many distinctive 
features, among them being cylin- 
drical cars with swinging seats so thai

While Doing Police Duty Near 
Hankow With Squad from United 
States Ship Imperial Troops Mis- 
take Them for Foes and Sailor Is 
Wounded by Shell. | 


Mistaken for revojutionists several 
Sailor. rom the U.8.S. Helena, among 
whom was former bell captain and 
mail clerk, G. C. Garret at the Ange- 
jus, were exposed to the fire of Chinese 
troops near Hankow on January 15, 
according to a tletter received by 
Everett Dare of the Angelus. 

Garrett and other sailors under an 
officer were sent ashore for police 
a@uty. Their territory encroached on 
the firing line of a battle raging before 
the walls of Hankow. One sailor was 
hit by a piece of shell and seriously 
wounded before the squad realized 
and ascertained that 
they were being fired on by the Im- 
perial troops. 

They rushed behind an abandoned 
breastworks and set up their auto- 


scarcely secured their position when a 
Chinese officer approached with a flag 
of truce and ascertained the national- 
it¥ of the party. 

“Had the Chinese continued to fire 
er advanced in a body toward us, 
something terrific in the way of fight- 
ing would have met them.“ the letter 
stated. “We had four guns shooting 


pared to jet loose when the mistake 
of the Imperialists was discovered and 
humbie apolbgies were made. The 
chap who was shot has been recover- 
ing slowly.” 

Among other interesting comments 
of Garrett was the story of the battle 
of Wo Chang. About 6000 Im- 
perialist troops started to cross the 
river from Hankovw. 

“When hey wero within a few hun- 
Ard feet of the opposite shore the 
revolutionists opened fire and hun- 
dreads of the soldiers of the Emperor 
were killed, and thelr bodies were 
caried down the river, which is a 
treacherous stream.” 

The engineer on the launch to 
which Garrett was assigned, J. C. 
Crosswell of San Francisco, fell over- 
board and was drowned a few days 
previous to the date of the letter, and 
it was impossible to assist him on a¢- 
count of the current. 

A haval battle and bombardment of 
the forts by the warships were other 
interesting scenes within a short dis- 
tance of American vessels and foreign 
ships which represent seven nations 
at that point.

Indeed, so distinct were its deep and 
and its shallow portions that Lieu- 
tenant Lynch described its bottom as 
consisting of two submerged plains, 


averaging 13 and a depressed one at 
its northern end averaging 1300 feet 
beneath the surface. 

The lake's depression below sea 
level is 1312 feet and a tropical cli- 
mate makes its temperature almost 
unbearable during certain seasons of 
the year.

This masterpiece has won unstint- 
ed praise from men competent to 
speak with authority. “ Orpheus 
Charming the Animais’ is the most 
magnificently-conceived picture I 
ever saw.“ said Ruckstul, famous 
French sculptor, who is an official of 
the National Arts Club of New York 


be and who was one of the judges of 


prizes at the Chicago World's Fair. 

Hector Alliot of Los Angeles, con- 

noisseur of Wide experience and 
knowledge, declared: “I consider it 
the greatest picture that ever came to 
the West Coast.’ Marshall Field, 
founder of the Ficld Museum in Chi- 
cago. and an art collecter of jare 
discrimination, pronounced it “a 
great picture of the greatest period, 
the Renaissance.” 
Only once before has this picturé 
been exhibited. Two years ago it was 
loaned to the California Club and was 
hung for two weeks in the reception 
hall, where it attracted hundreds of 
art lovers. 

Antony Anderson, art critic of The 
Times. who reviewed it, called it 
“noble in conception and decidedly 
unusual.” He wrote as follows: 

Orpheus Charming the Animals’ 
was brought from Italy seventy years 
ago and was purchased by a Chicago 
business man. It remained in his 
possession all t Hose years, and has 
not. up to this time, been publicly 
exhibited, remaining always a treas- 
ured and exclusive delight to the Chi- 
cago man's family and their friends, 
many of these being men and wom- 
en of note. who pronounced it ‘great 
and beautiful to look at.’ 

."The painting, a canvas of thirty- 


nine by fifty-six inches, is allegorical | 


in subject. It is decidedly unusual, in 
fact, it has been declared to be the 
only strictly ‘animal picture’ known, 
including. as it does, many kinds of 
animals in the foreground, as well as 


accessories to the figure of the youth- 
ful Orpheus, who stands at the left, 
Playing upon a violin. 

“This Italian masterpiece of the 
Renaissance period was painted by 
Leandro da Ponte Bassano, who was 
born in 1558 and died in 1623. Le- 
andro was the son of Jacopo Bassano, 
a professor of art and a painter of 
hote. Leandro followed the maxims 
of drawing and painting laid down by 
his father. He copied faithfully his 
father’s paintings, but when he start- 


jed out for himself he worked out an 


individual style in form, color and 
technique. He won fame as a raft 
painter, and among other distin- 
guished men who sat for him was the 
Doge Grimani, who knighted him for 
his ‘genius. — 

Leandro's works are rare, even in 
Europe, and “Orpheus Charming the 
Animals’ is supposed to be his only 
painting in America. It is a remark- 
ably well-preserved masterpiece of 
the Venetian school in style, design 
and other artistic characteristics iden- 
tical with all génuine works of the 
same period, the latter part of the 
sixteenth century. 

“The painting is authentirally 
signed, and this fact tells us much of, 
ite superlative qualities, as Leandro 
was known to autograph only his best 
works. 

In conception the picture ts noble. 
The pore of Orpheus is very beautiful, 
while the varying expressions of the 
dumb creatures grouped about the in- 
spired demi-god are depicted with 
wonderful skill by the brush of the 
master hand. The realism of the pic- 
ture is one of the secrets of its power. 
Aside from its fine grouping and ite 
exquisite coloring, the old painting is 
so real, so alive, that it holds one 
fascinated, and one goes back to it 
again and again with increasing pleas- 
ure and refreshment. 

“Exactly how this painting came to 
be in America seventy years ago is 
not known. The ‘bit of history’ that 
came with it was destroved in the 
great Chicago fire, so that the old 
masterplece becomes *ven more inter- 
esting in its mystery, and leads one to 
romance, as it were, of the poetical 
and courtly Bassano.”

HOLY LAND RAILWAYS. 


Turkey Will Build Four Lines to 
Connect with the Kaiser's Route to 


A. P. CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 

BERLIN, Feb. 1.—Of especial in- 
terest to Germany, because of the 
German. ownership of the Bagdad 
Railway, and of general interest to 
all travelers in the Orient, is the news 
of Turkey's contemplating railroad- 
building activities in the Holy Land. 
Under these plans a network of lines 
‘touching all important points of Tur- 
key in Asia and connecting with the 
Bagdad will be built within three 


years. 

The first of the projected lines un- 
dertaken will be a strip of about four- 
teen miles from Haifa to Acre. A 
second new line will extend from Hal- 
fa to Jerusalem, some ninety-seven 
miles, passing through Samaria. This 
line will be of especial importance to 
tourists, who now go for the most part 
to Jaffa and thence with the French 
railroad line to Jerusalem. The har- 
bor at Jaffa is notoriously dangerous, 
and a great number of all travelers to 
Jerusalem find themselves obliged to 
land at Haifa, whnee the trip to Je- 
rusalem is long and arduous. 

A third new line, construction on 
which has already begun, is to run 
from Deret, the junction of the Da- 
mascus-Haifa and Damascus-Medina 
lines, to Busra, the great market place 
for the Syrian desert, the Arabian 
highland and the territory cast of the 
River Jordan. This line, which will 
be about nineteen miles long and will 
be opened in sixteen months, will have 
high military importance.

Several days ago the Fact and Com- 
ment man enjoyed a little three- 
hours’ ride by automobdile in the en- 
vironment of Los Angeles.

early age of 65, and the family estate 
and railroad interests devolved upon 
William K., the oldest of the remain- 
ing brothers. 

William's early office training stood 
him in good stead. He easily took 
up the responsibilities involved in 
managing the great tailway system, 
though the organizatton was 80 per- 
fect and ably officered that the task 
was not a difficult one. He was then 
50 years of age and seems to have 
inherited the vigorous constitution of 
his Vanderbilt progenitors. For some 
years he was faithfully at his post, 
superintending the stupendous opera- 
tions of the vast New York Central 
5 „ and mainly ambitious to see

Recipe for Pork Cake. | 

A member asked awhile ago for a recipe 
for pork cake. I am happy to contribute 
one that has been used for forty years in 
New York state. Recollecting how good my 
aunt’s pork cake used to be, I sent to her 
for a copy of the recipe. The querist is 
heartily welcome to it. 
“PORK CAKE.—One pound of fat pork. 
chopped. ine or put through the grinder.

A pretty belt is three 
inches wide in the center of the back 
and graduates from that point to two 
inches in front. 

The linen must be cut wider than this 
at first, in order to give plenty of room 
to work the embroidered edges. 

Stamp a scroll design on the edge 
O the belt, and use rather coarse mer- 
cérigzed cotton to work the outiining 
buttonhole stitch. 

Before starting the buttonhole stitch 
outiine both sides with a running stitch. 
in order to strengthen the edges and 
keep a guiding ine ové: which to work. 
A dainty floral design or a series of 
coingpets may decorate the center of 
the belt, and it will te necessary to 
work eyelets in one end through which 
to slip the prong on the buckle. 

Lise a flat, square or oval pear! buckle 
With one-prong. This ts attached to 
the end of the beit having no eyelets. 

Work the e@yelets with finer cotton 
than that used on the edge; cut away 
the linen outside the embroidered edges, 
and the beit is roady {cr use. To make 
the purse or pocket. cut a piece of 


linen twelve by A inches; turn up 


three and one-half inches to form the 
pocket, hem the edge, stamp the lower 
pocket shape on one side of the ma- 
terial, then turn it over and stamp the 
flap on the other side. 

Be sure that the corners meet, and 
the upper fap will fold squarely over 
the lower part, when it can be fastened 
either with a hook and eye or a small 
pearl oF crocheted button. 

The embroidery is the same as the 
belt, and the edges are likewise button- 
holed,
